NINE WERE KILLED

MADRID, June 8.—-The following of- 


ficial despatch lias beeu received from 
Admiral Cervera: 


"Six American vessels havo bom- 


barded the fortifications at Santiago and 
along the adjacent coast. Six were 
killed and seventeen were wounded on 
board the Reina Mercedes; three of- 
ficers were killed and an officer and 
seventeen men were wounded among 
the troops. 


"The Americans fired 1500 shells of 


different calibre. Tho damage inflicted 
upon the batteries of La Socopa and 
Morro Castle was unimportant. 
The 


barracks at Morro Castle suffered dam- 
age. The enemy bad noticeable losses."

Mrs. La 
Brie, he thought, might care to dispose 
of her husband's remains, but he has 
seen nothing of ber since the day of 
the funeral 
If the man had other rela- 


tives the undertaker believes they did 
not recognize the name by which he 
was known to his stage friends. 


La Brie and his wife occupied a small, 


poorly-furnished room in Eighth ave-

Washington, June ".—There was an 


unusually small number of callers at 
the White House today, even sight-seers 
being scarce. The president saw a num- 
ber of senators and 
representatives, 


however, mostly on war appointment 
matters. Senator Krye of Maine had a 
short conference, and Representatives 
Sperry of Connecticut, Brmvnlow of 
Tennessee, Weymouth of Massachusetts 
and Dadsworth of New York also had 
brief interviews. 


The bill for the removal of all political 


disabilities arising from thu civil war is 
now a law, 1'resident McKinley having 
formally approved it. .Representative 
Jenkins of Wisconsin is its author. The 
law declares that the "disabilities im- 
posed, by section li, fourteenth amend- 
ment of the Constitution, heretofore in- 
curred, are hereby removed." 


The cabinet meeting today was not a 


particularly important one. As is usuaJ, 
the whole Held of military and naval op- 
erations was gone over, but nothing was 
dune K.uking to any change in policy or 
plans. 


It is almost certain that no regular 


troops have yet been dispatched to San- 
tiago, but it Is the intention to begin a 
heavy movement either today or tumor- 
row. 
]t has been the intention of the 


milltiiry authorities to have started the 
llrst expedition a day or two ago, but the 
non-uiTiviil of the equipment of the large 
biege guns which it is proposed to use in 
the reduction of Santiago and the cap- 
ture of Admiral Cerveui's ileet necessi- 
tated u short postponement. The trans- 
purls are in perfect readiness for the em- 
barkation of the troops and nothing now 
remains that should ocupy more than a. 
day or two. 


The army of ocupation will then be 


hurrlt-d forward, and nothing will be per- 
mitted to interfere with the prompt in- 
vestment of Santiago and the capture or 
destruction of the imprisoned fleet. 


In commenting upun the reports of a 


milittiry engagement near Kuntiagu, it 
was said after the cabinet meeting that 
it there has been any collision it probably 
occurred between the Spaniards, and a 
force ot our marines who may have been 
attempting to land arms tor the use uf 
the Insurgents. 


After the. transaction of routine morn- 


ing business the bill for the protection of 
the Indian Territory WUB laid before the 
senate today. 


Mr. Bate (.Dem., Teim.) thought the 


bill ought to go over, ajs it was clearly a 
viola-tioii of all the moral and legal obli- 
gations of the government to the Indians 
of the territory and to the white citizens 
who had gone there to live. The bill, lie 
said, took away from the Indians their 
courts and violated every treaty that had 
ever been made with them by the govern- 
ment. 


The house today passed a bill directing 


the secretary of war to return to the state 
of Ohio the Hags carried in the civil war 
by the Twenty-first, Fifty-eijfhth 
and 


Sixtieth regiments of Ohio infantry, and 
to New York the flag of the One Hundred 
and Thirteenth, infantry, Seventh heavy 
artillery. 


Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ills.) called UD the 


of engraving and printing. The motion 
prevailed. 


After sitting until past midnight last 


night the conferees of the two houses of j 
congress on the war revenue bill resumed 
their sitting promptly at 10 o'clock today. 
The impression is growing that the com- 
mittee is determined to conclude its work 
promptly and that the report will be pre- 
sented before the close of the present 
week. 


When the conference adjourned at noon 
Senator Allison expressed the opinion '• 
that it would be able to report to the I 
senate and house bill tomorrow. He said j 
that excellent progress was being made 
but that it was imposible for the present 
to give details of the proceedings. The 
house members are manifesting a dispo- 
sition to accept the minor senate amend- 
ments without cavil, and the indications 
now are that at least 90 per cent of the 
senate amendments will be adopted. 


The more important amendments are 


naturally the ones upon which there i.-» 
most controversy, and so far the seig- 
niorage provision has proved to be the 
most difficult problem with which the 
committee has had to deal. The Repub- 
lican members of the conference are 
naturally opposed to any proposition oi 
coining the silver in the treasury, but 
they realize that there will be great dif- 
ficulty in getting the senate to accept a 
report that does not make some pro- 
vision of this character, and conse- 
quently the Republican senators are 
urging the house members to agree to 
something in this line. The probabilities 
now are that a substitute silver pro- 
vision will be reported. 


HAS NO~SUTKRIOR. 


for Hobvou and Our Navy From 


Kx.-1'reHident Harrlnou. 


Chicago, June 7, — "I consider the Amer- 


ican navy, ship by ship, gun for gun and 
man for man, unequalled by any navy in 
the world today." says former President 
Harrison. "The courage and daring of 
our men, the personnel of the oflicers of 
our ships, the gunnery, the nerve and 
spirit manifested in all done, offer to the 
world the spectacle of a navy for which 
there is no superior." 


"While declining for obvious reasons to 


discuss the war itself, Mr. Harison spoke 
with enthusiasm of the greatness of the 
act uf Lieutenant llobon in sinking the 
Merrimac In the harbor of Santiago. 


"The act of Lieutenant llobson," he 


said, has few, if any, parallels in the his- 
tory of the world. At Manila the act of 
Commodore Dewey was brave, but he en- 
tered a hostile harbor able to give shot 
for shot, to beat down his a.ssailajits, to 
triumph by the force uf his arms. 


"Lieutenant llobson and his heroic 


crew not only went with the Merrimac 
Into the range of an awful dre. unable to 
reply, but with the Interior of their ves- 
sel loaded with torpedoes fur her de- 
struction at the proper time. They went 
in unable to fire one gun at the enemy, 
and prepared to destroy the very deck 
under their feet. We search the pages of 
history in vain to find some act of hero- 
ism for country and Hag that approaches 
this."

PROTEST FROM SPAIN. 


Note Mailed to All the Power* by Uer 


Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


Madrid, June 7.—Duke Almedovar de

All the new 
plates which were put on have entirely 
renovated the starboard side of the ves- 
sel, -which was stove by the Foscolla, 
and the cruiser is as sound and well pro- 
tected as when she was first put into 
commission. The vessel has been re- 
painted, and to look at her no one would 
know that she had been so badly dam- 
aged within the last 10 days. The Colum- 
bia will probably leave the yard and re- 
sume active service before the end of the 
Week. The auxiliary cruiser Badger and 
the collier Alexander left the yard tlsis 
afternoon and passed quarantine at 12 
o'clock on their way south.

MY PEAK ISIAC.—You know by this 


time that rou reckoned a month and 
throe days l3o eaily on our arrival in 
Seattle. ^Ve vore 164 days cm the voy- 
age and the greater part of that time 
was passt\l on this side. We were one 
month in the Straits of Magellan when 
we should not have been a veek.

was a huid old voyage at the best, but 
full of experience and opportunities to 
btudy character. 1 am not sorry I came 
here on the schooner for the job is done-
